Ralph Book, aged 33, a returned sol­ 
dier who w as given his discharge from 
the United States arm y 
three weeks 
ago today, w as drowned in Rock river 
near 
the 
Nelson 
railroad b ridge at 
ab out 8:15 o'clock last night, while in 
b athing 
with 
his 
b rother-in-law, Lee 
Eub ank, and up to a late hour today 
the b ody had not b een recovered. 
The young man, who as a memb er 
of the 176th In fan try saw service over­ 
seas, 
had put in a 
hard day plowing 
corn 
and in the evening expressed a 
desire to go swimming in order to cool 
off. 
His b rother, 
Enos Book, with 
whom he 
made his home, and his sis­ 
ter-in-law, sought to dissuade him from 
going into the river so soon afte r eat­ 
ing a hearty supper, of which ice cream 
was a part; and accordingly he spent 
ab out an hour playing croquet in the 
farm yard b efore going to the river. 
H ad Sudden Attack. 
According to the statem ents made b y 
Mr. Eub ank, who was alone with the 
unfortunate young man, they had b are­ 
ly entered the w ater at a point ab out 
four rods ab ove the North-W estern rail­ 
road b ridge when the victim threw him ­ 
self on his b ack. 
Eub anks noticed his 
strange actions and spoke to him, ask ­ 
ing him w hat was 
the 
m atter, and 
when he received no response he grasp­ 
ed his companion b y the wrist. 
Ralph did not answ er or m ake any 
further move, and despite E ub anks’ ef­ 
forts, he sank and did not 
come 
up. 
Hurriedly sum m oned aid could not lo­ 
cate the b ody and all night long search­ 
ers worked in an effort to b ring it to 
the surface.

Deploring the lack of 
summer b and 
concerts in Dixon and standing b ack of 
the musicians in 
their 
determination 
not to solicit funds with which to pay 
for these concerts, the city council last 
evening went on record as favoring an 
active campaign 
to raise 
funds from 
among residents of the city, which will 
make possib le the resumption of con­ 
certs this summer. 
Plain talk marked 
this 
part of the 
proceedings of the city commissioners 
last evening. 
The m atter was b rought 
up b y Mayor Mark 1). Smith who said 
that there was not a city in the coun­ 
try that had a b etter b and than Dixon 
and not a city that appreciated a b and 
any less. 
Referring to former 
years, 
when the b and memb ers solicited 
the 
funds with which they were paid for 
their concerts. Mayor Smith said he did 
not b lame them for their decision not t-> 
take the 
b urden 
on 
their 
shoulders 
again. 
A musician should not b e ob lig­ 
ed to have to earn 
his money twice, 
which is the case when he has to solicit 
it and then play a concert in order to 
get remuneration. 
Band a Great Advantage 
Mayor Smith pointed out the advan­ 
tages of a b and, how it advertises the 
city, how it attracts outside people and 
how it gives good, wholesome 
am use­ 
ment to residents of the city. 
Then he 
said that the b and would raise no con­ 
cert fund this year that there would b e 
no outdoor concerts 
this 
year if this 
had to b e done. 
He then suggested that a few 
com ­ 
mittees b e appointed to make a careful 
canvass of the city ,to accept any con­ 
trib ution, large, or small, from b usiness 
men and any who will give. 
He sug 
vested that the city could give a little, 
b ut that the council's moral support 
should b e all that should b e expected. 
He thought the people 
who enjoy th* 
concerts should b e willing to contrib ute 
to this fund, the same as a merchant 
or professional man. 
Tn past years the 
b urden of supporting the summ er con­ 
cert plan has rested almost entirely 
upon the merchants. 
The Chamb er of 
Commerce, ho thought, should b e inter­ 
e sted enough to take 
hold of the prop 
osition and b oost it b y work as well as 
funds.

With the wljb le sub ject opened up, 
the commissioners took part in the dis­ 
cussion. 
Commissioner Slothovver said 
that Dixon had as good a b and as ever, 
that there w asn’t a b etter hand within 
to miles of Dixon.
